In order that the public may be. in- 
formed as to the raw deal handed 
Wetaskiwin by the Provincial Govern- 
ment in the location of the main trunk 
road East, we are publishing the cor- 
respondence relating to the whole mat- 

i ter. On May 21st a large delegation 
interviewed the Government and pre- 
sented the following memorandum: 


Wetaskiwin, May 21st, 1928 

“Ve are a Delegation appearing be- 

fore you to protest as vigorously as 

is in our power against the survey by 

the Department of Public Works, 

which proposes to change the route of 

the Main Highway East of Wetaski- 

win in the immediate neighborhood of 

the City, and which alteration in the 

location will perpetrate a gross in- 

justice on the City, and cause irre- 

parable injury to this large centre of 

population, by which the East and 

West traffic, especially.to and.from the 

North, will.be diverted from the City. 

We are given to understand that the 

reasons advanced in favor of the pro- 

posed change are primarily ‘to get 

away from railway crossings, especial- 

ly one they claim is dangerous, and to 

| avoid mistakes in location, which 

| might mean large expenditure in later 
| years to correct.

Up to the present the number of 
membership cards taken out is 59 and 
the number of books loaned amount 
to 77, leaving that number of vacant 
places on the library shelves.

Where there ts 
filth there will be flies and where files 
go there will be some of the filth ac- 
company them. 


Time was when flies were endured 
as an inevitable annoyance without 
an appreciation of the menace to 
health their presence is. They swarm- 
ed because no effort was made to 
eradicate them, That era is past, ‘but 
there are still those who tolerate con- 
ditions which in effect are not inim- 
ical to the interests of the fly. Not 
every house occupant can prevent 
flies from seeking entrance but every 
one can keep them on the outside. It 
is within the province of all to refuse

Dear Mr. Russell; 

The Cabinet has considered the rep- 
resentations made by you on behalf of 
the Wetaskiwin Board of Trade that 
the Pigeon Lake Trail should be class- 
ed as an “A” road instead of a “B” 
road as at present. In doing so we 
have had regard particularly to the 
argument that it serves a district that | 
is not supplied by rail transportation 
facilities. This argument has been 
strongly urged upon us from time to 
time by Mr. Sparks, M.L.A. 


You will, of course, at once appre- 
ciate that the same argument can be 
applied with equal force to many other 
portions of the Province. it may be 
that some time im the future the Gov- 
ernment should turn its attention to 
such districts, but we believe in‘the 
interests of all people, urban as well 
as rural, that we should first use what- 
ever money is allocated by the Legis- 
lature towardg the construction of 
main trunk arteries to the highways 
serving the principle portions of the 
Province, East and West, having al- 
ready completed the main trunk road 
North and South. 

The highways already classed as 
“A” will absorb all the money we can 
allocate to main highways for the 
next four or five years at least, and 
until eve have dealt with these high- 
ways we do not feel we can commit 
ourselves to any further programme.

Pres. C. J. Yorath Gives His Views

Dear Sir: 

I acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 18th instant enclosing copy of 
a quarterly Bulletin issued by the 
Union of Alberta Municipalities, and 
must congratulate you on both the 
idea and the issue. 

I enclose herewith an article on 
“Public vs. Private Ownership.” The 
subject is such a broad one that it can 
hardly be dealt with in a short article, 
and 1 certainly take issue with the 
views expressed by Mayor Mont- 
gomery, particularly when he says 
that public ownership is more efficient 
than private ownership. In fact from 
my own personal experience and 
observations I would say that there is 
no question that private ownership is 
far more efficient than public owner- 
ship. The service demanded by the 
public of the former is far greater 
than of the latter, in fact the people 
seem to put up with more inefficiency 
from a publicly owned utility, as for 
instance you' will find at the present 
time telephone pole lines are down all 
over the Province through a storm 
which occurred three weaks ago. If 
this had been a privately owned 
company there would have been an 
outcry in all the papers about the 
inefficient service. Another instance 


compared with public ownership is 
shown in the following: . 

We have submitted an offer to the 
City of Edmonton which means that | 
we will pay them annually consider- 
ably more than they are now making 


i 


out of their own utilities towards the 
relief of taxation and at the same time 
we will reduce the domestic rate by 
2c, something which the publicly 
owned utility has been unable to do. 

In Saskatoon we have also offered 
to pay the city more per annum than 
it can make out of its own utilities 
towards the relief of taxation, and also 
to reduce rates from 8c to 6c—some- 
thing which they have been endeavor- 
ing to do for years but which they 
have been unable to accomplish. 

From my observations as President 
of the Edmonton and Calgary Gas 
Companies, I note that the public con- 
sider the service given by the private 
company is very greatly superior to 
that given by the City utilities, It 
may be a coincidence, but the country 
which has made far greater progress 
in its development of electricity, and 
incidentally, industry, is the United 
States, where 94 per cent of the 
electric light plants are owned by 
private companies.

On the 
other hand In the case of public 
oporation, we find these essential 
qualities largely excluded through tho 
working of a principle of political 
selection, sulted to and inseparable 
from political action, but wholly un- 
suited and repugnant to business 
action and tending greatly to impair 
efficiency and economy in its por. 
formance.” ; ; 

A British labor mission visited the 
United States in 1926 to discover and 
report back the secret of the prosper- 
ity and high wages which the workers 
in America enjoy. The electric utilities 
of Great Britain have been developed 
and operated for the most part by 
municipal authorities. It is therefore 
of particular importance to note that 
the members of this British mission 
ascribe the progress of the United 
States to the electrical development 
which private ownership has made 
possible. 


{ 


One member of the mission reported 
on his return to Hngland in these 
words: “In my opinion the factors 
that go to make for high wages and 
high production in America include a 
straight deal and confidence between 
employers and thelr men, modern 
plants and equipment, as well as care 
and consideration for the health and 
welfare of the workers.” 


Another member of the mission, 
speaking of the disadvantages under 
which a British factory labors, said: 
“Our employers are cruelly handi- 
capped by excessive’ taxation—es- 
pecially local—in comparison with 
their American cothpetitors; while in 
the matter of cheap and abundant 
electric power, they are simply not in 
it. A leading authority om electric 
development in the United States told 
our party that the position of electric 
power for industrial use in Great 
Britain is a disgrace to our intelli- 
gence. After what I have seen in the 
States I can well believe him.” 


Another member of the mission 
reported: “If we had America’s elec- 
tric power and some of its best 
machinery, together with the good 
feeling which undoubtedly exists 
between the workmen and the man- 
agement in industrial plants in the 
United States we could hold our own 
with the best in the world.” 


Another member of the mission re- 
porting on conditions he found in the 
United States said: “The development 
of electrical power and light plants 
has given a cheap factory drive, cheap 
transportation, and has lightened the 
labor, not only of the factory operative 
but of the housewife.” 


Another member of the mission in 


——~| making his report made the following 


statement: “American. employers of 
labor know that the payment of high 
wages results not only in high pro- 
duction, but also in cheaper produc- 
tion. They also know that they can 
maintain, increase and still further 
cheapen that high production with the 
aid of the abundance of cheap electric 
power, which is at their disposal.” 


Eastern Canada's Experience 

In a series of articles published in 
the Montreal Herald and reprinted 
from, it was stated: 

1. Montreal consumers have had the 
cheapest electrical light and power in 
Canada. 

2. Montreal City (hence the tax- 
payers) has had the cheapest street 
lighting and electric power for other 
civic purposes in Canada. 

3. As profits have accumulated the 
public has in a measure benefitted by 
reduction in rates and improved 
service. 

A striking comparison between pub- 
lic and private ownership is that of 
Toronto and Montreal: The City of 
Toronto, with public ownership, pays 
more for lighting service per capita 
than does Montreal with private 
ownership.

Although having tho. lowest rates 
and bottor sorvice, Montreal usors of

{s 1,224 of a cent compared with 1.80 
of a cent in Toronto or an increase of 
47 per cont under public ownership. 


Municipal and Private Electric Power 
Plants 

Dr. B. Lincoln, of. Harvard Unl- 
versity, comparing, the results of tho 
operation of seventeen municipal 
plants and seventeen private plantg in 
Massachusetts, said; “The average 
rate is somewhat higher. for the 
municipal than for the private plants 
and municipal plants also serve the 
public less well. The municipal 
plants have poorer equipment than the 
private plants, nor do municipal 
plants.extend their service as fully as 
private plants. Municipal — plants 
usually avoid the less profitable dis- 
tricts or parts of the service. 

“Municipal plants, for instance, have 
a smaller capacity and less extensive 
distribution system in proportion to 
the population in the city it serves 
than is the case: for private plants,” 
he continued. “For municipal plants 
nearly all service extensions are paid 
for by the customers which is not the 
case for private plants. The muni- 
cipal plants while thus endeavoring 
to play safe are mostly doing so by 
failing to provide needed service. 

“Such failures to furnish service 
when it is reasonable to demand it is 
found extremely injurious to the in- 
dustrial development of the commun- 
ity served and constitutes one of the 
most telling arguments against muni- 
cipal ownership and operation, 

“The cost of manufacturing current 
was 33 per cent higher in the muni- 
cipal than in the private plants. 

The cost of distributing the current 
was 21 per cent higher in the muni- 
cipal than in the private plants. 

“The combined cost per k.w. hour 
for manufacturing and distributing 
the current were: 


Municipal plants .............. 2.611 cents 
Private plants ........cccseeee 2.024 cents 
Excess for mun. plants  .587 cents 


“The loss of current in its distribut- 
tion was 31 per cent greater in the 
municipal than in the private plants. 

“The cost per ton of coal was 7.5 per 
cent greater in the municipal than in 
the private plants. ‘ 

“The municipal plants used 4.7 lbs. 
of coal per k.w. hour, while the private 
plants used only 4 Ibs. of coal per 
k.w. hour. The ‘consumption of coal 
was thus 17 per cent greater for muni- 
cipal plants. 

“The average cost of kw. hour 
when all expenses except taxes, were 
included was 3.766 cents for municipal 
and 3.1444 cents for the private plants, 
an excess for the former of 20 per 
cent.” ° 

Figures presented for the last 
United States census show that the 
municipal plants produce 4 per cent 
of the electricity generated in the

fuel used in generating electricity. 


The average rate charged by munl- 
cipally-owned electric light and power 
plants is more than twice as high as 
that of the privately-owned and public: 
ly regulated electric Hght and power 
company systems. Ninety-eight per 
cent of the industries of the country 
receive their power from privately- 
owned and publicly-regulated electric 
light and power systems. 


As a matter of fact the people in the 
United States are rapidly working 
toward government or political owner- 
ship. Customer ownership is dis- 
tributing the ownership of the plants 
to the actual customers throughout 
the country. They become the owners, 
controllers and judges of their own 
property. The mcvement is demo- 
cratic, just and fair, and has the 
greatest promise for future economic 
development to meet the growing 
needs of the country. 


Community Retarded Under 
Ownership 

The development of a community is 
retarded under municipal ownership 
of electric light and power for the 
following reasons: 

The area to which electricity can be 
distributed is confined to the limits of 
the area of the’ municipality. 


The development of the utility is 
held back through lack of funds and 
in consequence there is an inadequate 
supply of power for industries. 


The debt upon the utilities must be 
considered as part of the general debt 
of the community, and if the borrow- 
ing powers of the municipality are 
controlled by its assessed value, as 
they usually are, then it is often 
difficult and sometimes impossible to 
get the necessary majority vote of the 
citizens for urgent capital expendi- 
tures upon the installation of new 
generating equipment and extension 
of the. distribution system. 


The management of a privately- 
owned utility can usually do in five 
minutes that which is necessary for 
the business-like development of his 
property, what a municipality through 
acrimonious political discussion would 
often take weeks or even months in 
which to make a decision. This 
results in disheartening the super- 
intendents and employees of a utility, 
who usually can judge what is in the 
best interests of the property, and in 
consequence a general indifference is 
infused into their minds resulting in 
less efficient operation. 


Public 


The committee on public ownershi 
and operation of the National Associa- 
tion of Railroad and Utilities Commis- 
sioners, in presenting its tenth annual 
report before the convention of that 
association last October, stated: 


“Private ownership and operation 
under public regulation. is declared to 
be logical, just and equitable, and the 
best system for conducting the busi- 
ness of public utilities so as to enable 
them to render the maximum benefit 
to the public and to encourage to the 
fullest degree efficient and business- 
like operation of the utilities. Sum- 
mitig up the more. salient basic 
principles enunciated in previous 
reports of this committee, and upon 
which the conclusions therein were 
based, we find it to be the concensus 
of opinion that private operation has 
made America ‘pre-eminent in public 
utility service. This is due, no doubt, 
to the fact that there has been little 
governmental interference with legit-

GOVERNMENT CRITICISED 
BY MEMBERS 


Ottawa, June 1—Debate on the can- 
cellation of the radio broadcasting 
license of the International Bible Stud- 
ents’ Association was launched in the 
Hoyse of Common's Thursday affer- 
noon, Discussion arose on an item of 
$190,000 to provide for the general 
improvement of reception conditions 
to licensed broadcast listeners. 


“The action taken by the minister 
in this matter has the appearance of 
being arbitrary and should not have 
been taken in the absence of some 
well-defined policy and fixed regula- 
tions governing the issue of licenses 
to such organizations or persons,” 
Hon. H. H. Stevens, Conservative, 
Vancouver Centre, declared. 

J. S. Woodsworth, Labor, Winnipeg 
North Centre, voiced his protest. In 
the first instance, Mr. Woodsworth 
stated, he wished to point out ‘that the 
department had cancelled the license 
of the Universal Radio of Canada 
which organization had secured a 
broadcasting license in January, 1926, 
and was allotted call letters “CJYC”. 
While this body was closely associated 
with the International Bible Students’ 
Association, it was “a distinct and 
commercial organization.” The organ- 
ization had expended~-$50,000 on its 
broadcasting station. Mr. Woods- 
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We reserve the right to limit quantities to 


worth ane why the Universal 
Radio of Canada should be “penal- 
ized” on any complaint against the 
International Bible Students’ Assocta- 
tion. The majority of complaints ap- 
peered to have come from the city of 
Toronto according to the correspond- 
ence tabled, Mr. Woodworth stated. 


The Saskatoon listener-in had, com- 
plained -that.the association’s program 
occupied too much time and inter- 
fered with dance, programs, This 
complaint, Mr. Woodsworth stated, 
was a question of adjustment between 
people desirous of using the air. An 
Edmonton listener, he proceeded, had 
complained of inability to hear the 
returns from the Dempsey-Tunney 
fight. 

Mr. Woodswarth asked when it had 
been considered right to say that some 
people wereto. be silenced because 
other people did not agree with them. 
Tf this policy was to be adopted, news- 
papers in Canada might be suppressed. 
Why should not the Orange Sentinel 
be suppressed if the Bible Students 
were to be silenced on this ground. 
The same thing applied to certain 
Catholic publications. 

Mr. Woodsworth submitted that 
what the department should do was to 
regulate the length of time that the 
Bible Students should have on the air, 
But the government should not cen- 
sure them nor.suppress them. 


EDBERG BANK: BANDIT 
DREW FOURTEEN-YEAR TERM 


Fourteen years’ imprisonment was 
the sentence imposed by: Mr. Justice 
Tweedie on A, E. Bethune alias Ed. 
Morrison and a‘ half dozen other names 
who pleaded guilty in the supreme 
criminal court on Thursday morning 
to breaking into the Edberg branch 
of the Imperial Bank during the early 
morning hours of May 19 and attempt- 
ing to blow the safe. In addition, 
Bethune admitted shooting several 
times out of the bank window for the 
purpose of holding back citizens, who 
were firing at the building, until he 
had time to complete the blowing of 
the cash compartment of ‘the safe. 

In sentencing Bethune, hardened 
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_ Bottled and guaranteed by 
‘Grant & Sons Limited, Clentiidieh Peed 
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jail-bird with numerous convictions 
against him, Mr. Justice Tweedie 
pointed out that 14 years was the 
maximum sentence provided by the 
law. 

“If I had the power I would give 
you more,” his lordship declared. 

Among the witnesses called by the 
crown were Mark Cook, manager of 
the Edberg bank; Neville Whittaker, 
clerk in the bank; (Constable Lees of 
the A.P.P., who arrested McDermott 
in a field near Edberg after the car 
in which they had made their escape 
from ‘the town’ was stuck in a mud 
hole, and Arthur S. Rosenroll, mam- 
ager of the Ferintosh bank, who as- 
sisted in the hunt for the robbers.
